It was alleged that the defendant's’ car 
was driven with great force and violence 
against the plaintiff and his bicycle, with 
the result that the plaintiff was ‘thrown. to 
the ground and badly injured. He had been 
Pagans for some time from attending to 
ris studies. 

The defence was a general traverse and 
denial, and an allegation that thé alleged 
injuriés or damages were caused by the 
negligence and default of the plain- 
tiff, without any negligence or de- 
fault on the part of the defendant. 
It was further alleged that the bicycle was 
driven by the plaintiff at an excessive and 
dangerous speed approaching the cross-roads.

A case was heard in which John Derham, 
spirit grocer. and motor me proprietor, 
Athlone, claimed A rm t Minister for 
Defence £1,957 4s. 6d. in react of the hiring 
and commandeering of motor cars over a 
period ranging from " dlege uly, 1922, to May, 


192). The plaintiff alleged that two cars 
commandeered were nov Yought back, and 
there were also claims=in’ respect of wrongful 
treatment of cars, necessitating repairs, and 
for equipment, rugs, etc., which, it was 
stated, were not returned to plaintiff, 

In the defence it was stated that no motor 
cars were hired or commandeered, as alleged, 
or at all. The defendant also denied wrongful 
treatment of cars, or that equipment, rugs, 
etc., came into his possession. Alternatively, 
he said that the acts complained of were done 
by him in pursuance of his public duty as 
Minister of Defence; that the action was not 
commenced within six months after the 
alleged acts complained of, and was barred 
by the Public Authorities Protection Act, 
1895, and, alternatively, was barred by the 
Indemnity Act, 1923, so far as it related to 
matters or things done before the passing 
of the Act. The defendant also submitted 
that in so far as the claim referred to the 
alleged action of persons other than the de- 
fendant it dasioend no cause of action against 
defendant. 

Mr. M. Maguire, K.C.; Mr. Jas. Geoghegan, 
K.C,, and Mr Jas. Cawley (instructed by 
Mr. D. J. hais; ere. ane fád Ly the

Evidence having been given by plaintiff 
and witnesses on his behalf as to the hiring 
and commandeering of cars, 

Mr. Costello asked for a direction in favour 
of defendant on the grounds that there was 
no evidence of any contract or agreement for 
the hire of the cars, and also that in so far 
as the Minister for Defence was liable for the 
acts of any person other than the defendant, 
the acts were done in pursuance of his public 
duty as Minister for Defence. He further 
submitted that the officers of the army had 
no authority to bind the Minister for Defence 
in a contract, and consequently he was not 
liable. 

Mr. Maguire submitted that the case should 
go to the jury. The action was founded 
entirely on contract, and the Public Authori- 
ties Protection Act did not apply. As to 
the contention that the officers had no 
authority to bind the Minister for Defence, 
counsel said that they were a ‘ing in emer- 
geney, and everything that they did was 
adopted b- the Minister for Defence. 

Mr. Justice Hanna granted the application 
for a direction in favour of the eniast. 
There was no evidence on which the jury 
could find that the case did not come within 
the Indemnity Act, or to stop the Minister for 
Defence from relying on the defences which 
were made. 

The jury, by direction, then found for the 
defendant, and on the ep vionicn of Mr.

A COUNTY CAVAN TENANCY. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 

In the case of Henry Humphries, of Kilna- 
creeva, Ballyhaise, against John Morrow, of 
Rockville, Bally jamesduff, a summons was 
taken out by Mr. Humphries, one of the 
executors of the will of Robert E. Morrow, 
who was the husband and administrator of 
his wife, Rosalie Humphries, to have it de- 
clared whether, on the true constraction of 
the will of R. E. Morrow, the residue of his 
estate, real and personal, which he directed 
to be divided equally between the defendant, 
Jchn Morrow, and his sister, Mrs. 
Humphries, and to the survivors of them, 
constituted a joint tenancy or a tenancy in 
common. The deceased, who was described 
as a veterinary student and private in the 
Scottish Field Ambulance, died on the 15th 
September, 1916, at the Military Hospital, 
Devonport. By his will, which was proved by 
the plaintiff and the defendant, who were 
named ‘as his executors, he, after other be- 
quests, left the residue of his estate as 
stated. 

Mr. T. J. Smyth (instructed by Mr. W.

NORTHERN MEASURE 
REJECTED, 


THE SALE OF EGGS BY 
W EIGHT. 
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The second reading of the Agricultural 
Wages Bill, introduced in the Northern 
House oí Commons by the Labour members, 
was taken yesterday, and ‘after a debate 
the measure was rejected. The object of 
the bill was to set up machinery to fix 
minimum wagés for agricultural workers 
by District or County Committees, 

A discussion took place on the sale of 
eggs by weight, and the Minister of Agri- 
culture stated t at the Ministry was satis- 
fied that the time was approaching when 
a compulsory measure dealing with the 
subject would be in the interests of the 
poultry industry as a whole. 


., ULSTER RATES FOR 
LABOURERS. 


MINISTER AND WAGES 
BOARDS. 


Mr. Kyle, in explaining the Agricultural 
Bill, pointed out that the wages of agricul- 
tural labourers in Tyrone, Fermanagh, 
Armagh and Derry was twenty-two shillings 
and sixpence per week, and for Down and 
Antrim twenty-five shillings. A similar bill 
was in operation in Great Britain. 

The Minister of Agriculture said that Mr. 
Kyle forgot to mention that the original 

ages Board was established in 1917, when 
there was also established guaranteed prices 
for farmers. This was done during the war- 
time, when good prices had been obtained. 
He had experience for three years of Wages 
Boards in Dublin, and would be sorry to have 
further experience of them, and he did not 
believe that they did any good to the agricul- 
tural labourer. Conciliation Boards could be 
established without legislation by farmers and 
dabourers, if they were desired. To his mind, 
Wages Boards in the present depressed con- 
dition of agriculture would be a calamity for 
the labourers. Wages in Fer h were 
about six shillings higher than Mr, Kyle had 
declared and, in addition, labourers. got. a 
house and sometimes fuel and ground for grow- 
ing potatoes. He moved, the rejection of the 


i 
Mr. Rowley Elliott, who opposed the bill, 
said that he did so as much in the interest of 
the labourers as of the farmers. He declared 
that farmers in.the County Down were only 
getting Is. 9d. per owt. for their potatoes, 
mers were threatening to give up 
ge. 

Mr, McMullan (Labour) supported the bill 
and contrasted the prosperity of the agricul- 
tural industry in Germany compared with 
this country. 

Dr. Morrison attributed the success of the 
agricultural industry in Germany to the fact 
that it was a protected industry. The action 
of Trades Boards was killing rural industries 
in Ulster and driving the people into the 
cities. 

The bill was rejected by 18 votes to 8. 


WIDOWS’ PENSIONS. 


On the report stage of the Widows, Orphans 
and Old Age Contributory Pensions Bill, Mr. 
Kyle (Labour) contended that 10s. for a widow 
was not sufficient, nor was 5s. for the first 


child, or 3s, for subsequent children. 


The Minister of Labour, Mr. Andrews, said. 


that the Government never took up the posi- 
tion that these sums were in themselves siffi- 
cient, but it was a great deal better than the 
existing position. ere were various charit- 
able organisations for assisting widows and 
orphans, and he believed that they would con- 
tinue to discharge their im t duties. 
The cost of the pensions to the. State would 
be £145,000 per annum, and that was the 
most that the Government could. at present 
undertake. 


Tn moving an amendment that the amount 
for children be increased from 3s. to 5s., Mr. 
Devlin said that he had been asked a dozen 
times where the money would come from. lf 
it were within the rules of debate, he could 
give dozens of cases in which the money could 

got. He proposed, however, at a later 
stage to say where the money might comie 
from. When he heard all the wonderful 
statements from the Government side he 
thought that some tremendous sacrifice was 
being made. He referred to the fact that 
members on his side of the House might differ, 
but they had the courage to express their 
views. 

**So do we,” interjected Mr. Grant. 

Mr. Devlin—Well, the hon. gentleman does

Proceeding, Sir James Craig said that he 
quite understood the feélings of those in 
et he had been in opposition him- 
self. If the Government had brought in a 
widows’ sion of fifteen shillings the Opposi- 
tion would want a pound, and the children’s 
allowances also higher. The Government 
wished in all this social legislation to keep 
on parallel lines with Great Britain. If they 

not have the same social legislation 
as Great Britain they would not have ac- 
ee self-government. The reason why the 
bill was not put in the King’s ch was 
that it would delay the bill if they held it 
over until the King's Speech. 

Mr. Devlin—That is absurd. 

Sir James Craig said that the Government 
did not want to make any capital out of this 
measure. It was the right of the Ulster 
people to get this legislation, for when they 

the sacrifice of self-government in

It en- 
ables him to get the latest information as to 
market prices, and to arrange to the best ad- 
vantage for the sale or purchase of stock and 
produce. If a machine is broken he can order 
a new part without the trouble of a journey 
to town, or the delay which is involved in 
sending an order by post. e ‘phone is in- 
valuable in cases of emergency, as it enables 
the doctor, the veterinary surgeon, or the 
‘Civic Guard to be summoned with a minimum 
of delay. 
“But even where the advantages of the 
telephone are fully recogtised, people are apt 
to think that it is a luxury which cannot be 
enjoyed in the country except at a prohibitive 
cost. So it might, and generally . would, be 
if each person required for his.own exclusive 
use a gp cag line to the Exchange. 
viously the cost of affording individual facili- 
ties in country districta must necessarily be 
much greater than in towns by reason of the

ine is not, however, necessary, and country 
subscribers have the. option. (which is not 
available to town residents) of adopting what 
is known as the ‘party-line’ system—+.e., 
the system under which a number of sub- 
scribers living on or near a road leading to a 
town or village where there is a telephone ex- 
change, agree to share one line between them, 
thereby reducing the cost to the individual.

“Under the party-line arrangement over- 
hearing by one subscriber of another's con- 
versations is possible, but as each subscriber 
has Nis distinctive code of rings this would 
only occur where undue curiosity was evinced. 
In any case the disadvantage is a small one 
when compared with the cheapness of the ser- 
vice and the geiieral benefits to be derived 
from it. The rental per subscriber is only 
£4 or £4 10s, a year, and all calls to sub- 
scribers connected to the local Exchange are 
free. Trunk calls can be obtained at the 
standard rates. The ordinary subscribers in 
towns, in addition to their annual rental 
of £5 or £6 10s. a year, have to pay a mini- 
mum of 1jd, for each local call which they 
make.

‘Every effort is being made in Dundalk to 
prevent the closing of the local distillery, 
which is owned by a ‘‘ combine" who have 
intimated that the building is to be closed as 
from the end of next week. 

Yesterday a conference, consisting of repre- 
sentatives of the Urban Council, the Chamber 
of Commerce, and the Harbour Commis- 
sionefs. called by Mr. P. Deerv. Chairman of 
the Urban Council, held a sitting, at which 
the matter was discussed, and a deputation 
was appointed to go to Edinburgh to inter- 
view the managing director (Mr. Ross) to ask 
that the closing order should not be put into 
force, The conference also decided to 
approach the Government and to interview 
the workers to see what offer they were pre- 
pared to make in the shapesof a reduction 1. 
wages or the working of short time if the 
delegation was successful_in having the clos- 
ing order countermanded. The local Trades 
Council have also appointed a delegation and 
they have put their case before the manage- 
ment, 

The proprietors state that the closing down 
is due solely to the slackness of trade for 
their producte—crude spirit and yeast— 
manufactured at Dundalk. Most of these 
awe are exported to England and Scot- 
land. 

Considerably over 100 men are at present 
employed in the distillery, which was pur- 
chased from the late owner, Mr. Malcolm 
Murray, by thé present proprietors. The 
closing is a very serious matter for Dundalk, 
in which there is considerable unemployment 
already.

GAELIC LEAGUE. 
“ENGLISH THE LANGUAGE 
OF COMMERCE.”

The English language ás a means of ex- 
pression and intellectual intercourse met 
with severe criticism at a meeting of the 
Gaelic League, held at the Gaelic League 
Hall, Parnell square, last night.

IRISH IN THE SCHOOLS. 


Pleading for the establishment of Gaelic 
branches, Father Sau! said that there was a 
need for them if. they only served’ the‘ pur- 
pose of keeping people ont of the public- 
houses, by providing counter-attractions in 
the shape of [rish dances and plays. There 
was no reason why there should not be a 
branch of the League in every parish in the 
city. They called on all those who loved 
Ireland. and who desired to see the country 
becoming as of old—a nation of saints and 
scholars— to come in and give active help 
to the branches . 

The Gaelic League was not a fighting body 
and had no quarrel with anybody; it wished 
to be friendly with all.. If the League 
succeeded in establishing further branches 
Irish ideas would begin to flourish, and. they 
would not have the eer’ songs, 31m- 
moral dances and filthy literature which is 
being poured into the country, because there 
would be no appetite for them. 

Mr. George Nicholls, having first spoken in 
Irish and subsequently in English, said that 
the English language had grown old in the 
service of commerce and industry. He found 
all the grease and slime .of the +o 
and factory around it. It was a ti 
language, which made him tired. The Eng- 
lish language had shut out Ireland from 
Europe, and was the greatest barrier between 
this country and the moving life and thought 
of Europe. They in Ireland had the most 
glorious and brilliant opportunity that any 
of the nations of Europe ever had of placing 
themselves in the very forefront of European 
culture, life and activity; but so long as 
they went on with English, so long would 
they go on with their tiredness growing more 
and more.. There was no use in having sym- 
pathy for Irish if they did not speak it. 
What they wanted was not sympathy, but 
work. The Irish speaker was more to them 
than the King and Queen who were English 
speakers. 

AN ALL-IRISH SCHOOL. 

Mr. Hanley spoke of the lack of. attention 
paid to the teaching of Irish to children in 
the home. There were people who 
‘tmouthed” aboht an Irish revival, but. still 
brought up their children as English 
speakers. These people, no matter who they 
might be, were humbugs. He urged the. set- 
ting up in Dublin of an all-Irish school, 
where parents could have their children 
educated entirely in the Irish language. 

Mr. Cormac Walsh said that the éit 
were not giving, and had never given, the 
help expected to the movement. ‘It had be- 
come the fashion to denounce the National 
Board for the evils that had overtaken the 
Irish language during the past 150 years; 
but they should not forget that it was not the 
National Board which drafted the programmes 
of Maynooth College and other Seminary 
Colley s, and co: ' not le held responsible for 
the -hsence or low place of Irish in these 
institutions. They did not forget the atti- 
tude of the Irish bishops on the question of 
compulsory Irish in the National University. 
He urged that the Hierarchy should be ap- 
proached and their active support enlisted 
in the movement. The opposition, or even 
inlifference, of the bishops would greatly 
hamper them ir their effort to re-establish a 
virile Trish civilisation. He thought’ it only 
right to exempt from his remarks the Most 
Rev. Dr. O'Donnell, who had again and 
again exhorted his flock. to practice and pre- 


serve their native language. 


NOT SUFFICIENT IRISH SERMONS. 

With regard to the Ministry of Education, 
he thought that Ministry was doing as much 
as was humanly possible to restore Irish to 
its right place in the life of the country. 

Mr. Sugrue, Sos in Irish, said that 
the people of blin did not realise the 
power for good or evil they held in regard 
to the cause of Irish all aver the country. 
He suggested that school children should not 
be sent to schools where they would mix 
with English-speakine children, and thus 
lose their Irish. 

Mr. R. O Foghludha said that mach of the 
sr it evident in the Gaelic League in its 
early years was now missing. In the parish 
of Ring there was not even one sermon in 
Irish delivered from one end of the year to 
another—not even on St, Patrick's Day. In 
the whole diocese of Waterford only four 
riests thought of preaching a. sermon in 
rish. Such a state of affairs was a scandal 
of the first magnitude. Referring to the de- 
cision of the Benchers of tho King's Inns, in 
refusing to make Iris... hair, apa í subject 
for examinations for lawyers, the speaker said 
it was something to find even eleven lawyers 
to champion the cause of Trish in that “ West 
British centre.”

pers go Byrne told Fairfax who he was, and

The evidence would show that Fairfax got 
very excited, and that from the beginning of 
the incident to the end:no violence was of- 
fered save in restraining Fairfax from vio- 
lent conduct, in which he was indulging, and 
from doing himself an injury. When the 
police were called in there was a discussion 
as to whether or not Fairfax should be 
charged with attempted suicides The direc- 
tors present said they were anxious not to 
press the matter. 

No charge was made by any person, and 
there was no question of a charge by Fairfax. 
His wages wete paid, and he went away with. 
out any allegation that he had been offered 
any violence whatever. 

_ MESSAGE TO CHEF. 

Speaking of the message. whieh wat brought 
by the witness, Creamee2 ty Yhe M¥fropole lor 
delivery to Fairfax, Mé,\Lavery® said that 
Creamer identified O'Rourke as the person 
whom he saw in the hall, and who directed 
that he should be given paper on which to 
write a note to Fairfax. ks a matter of fact, 
Mr. O'Rourke was then in the secretary's 
office, and the person whom Creamer inter- 
viewed was Senator Nesbitt, a director of the 
restaurant, who happened to be in the hall. 

The management had given instructions to 
the hall porter that no person should be 
allowed to interview any of the employés. 
Campbell told Creamer that he could not 
go up to see Fairfax, and the note to Fairfax 
was brought up by Camphell. Mr. O’Rourke 
had opened: it when Campbell said that it 
was for Fairfax. 

In regard to the meat which was alleged 
to be bad, Mrs. Delasure would tell them that 
she never had had any complaint from Fair- 
fax about. it, Coun submitted that there 
was no-evidence that the meat was bad, and 
that the Metropole was most careful about 
the meat which it supplied. 

SECRETARY'S EVIDENCE. 

John Crowley, secretary to the restaurant, 
examined by Mr. Lavery, said that on 
October 6 he saw two Corporation inspectors 
in the. kitchen with -Fairfax....The- witness 
asked him why he was going out of his 
way to prove to the inspectors that the meat 
was bad, and Fairfax replied that he did rot 
know that the men. were inspéctors, but 
thought that they were two directors of ie 
restaurant. 

Wher the question of wages was being 
discussed by the witness and Fairfax. the 
latter said that ‘he had been told that he was 
entitled to. claim a -month’s pay. He said 
that if he got two weeks’ money he would be 
satisfied; otherwise he would remain in 
Dublin and give evidence in a possible meat 
prosecution. The witness replied that he 
could not give him two weeks’ pay without 
consulting some of the directors, and asked 
him to wait in the dressing-room. 

Subsequently, in the witness’s office, the 
complainant was asked questions by Sergeant 
Byrne, but was very disinclined to answer. 
He was very excited, and advanced towards 
Byrne in a threatening manner. He was talk- 
ing in a disjointed way. He said that he 
did not know why he should have been 
brought there to be questioned; that he was 
sorry he had ever come to this country; that 
the Imsh people were “a dirty, treacherous 
lot,” and that he was not allowed to carry 
out his duties’ in the restaurant, being 
hampered by the chef. 

Getting close to the window, Fairfax 
opened it and put his head out. Mr. Byrne 
and Mr. Wall pulled him back, whereupon he 
appeared to become calm. In a few moments. 
however, he made a rush towards another 
window, put his head and shoulders out, and 
was again pulled back. He broke the glass 
with his hand, and, putting his head through 
the hole, shouted for the police 

The. chef, Cranny, who had come to the 
room at the sun" ons o. Mr. O'Rourke, was 
sent down for water to wash the wound. 
Fairfax, who by this time was extremely 
excited, said, “ The more marked I am, the 
better."’ He refused te allow his hand to 
be bandaged, and the witness then summoned 
some police officers. 

Fairfax's wound was subsequently dressed 
by some ambulance men. He was paid his 
Wages, and signed a receipt. No violence 
was used towards him at any time, except 
to restrain him in his movements. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Burne, the witness 
said that he believed that the complainant 
brought the case as an ally of the Transport 
Union, in or..e. to injure the restaurant.

£1,000 DAMAGE TO ELECTRICITY 
STATION, 


Damage estimted at nearly £1,000 was 
caused by a fire which occurred in the 
municipal electricity supply works station at 
Portrush: vesterday morning. 

The outbreak originated in a store where 
oils, cable, bitumen, and other inflammable 
materials were kept, and this part of the 
building was enveloped in flames, and 
eventually gutted.

The Troubles of France. 


The French Cabinet has resigned, and 
it is unlikely that a new Government can 
be scrambled. together before to-morrow, 
which is the day appointed for the meeting 
of Parliament. So ends the story—or, at 
any rate, its first chapter—of M. Caillaux's 
dramatic attempt to reorganise French 
finance. Six months ago he was brought 
inte the labouring ship of. State on 
account of his reputation as “a daring 
pilot in extremity.” . To-day. he is dis- 
missed as a Jonah, but not as a solitary 
Jonah; for he has taken the whole crew 
overboard with him. During the last four 
days the Cabinet made a great effort to 
compel M. Caillaux to go alone; but he 
is not of the self-sacrificing sort, and, 
indeed, his tion was severely logical. 
His pas ‘policy is the same to-day 
that it was six months ago. His colleagues 


endorsed it then; why should they re- 
pudiate it now? M. Caillaux found French

Chelsea and Dublin. 


England is lucky in having Mr. Neville 
Chamberlain at the Ministry of Health. 
He brings to his work enlightenment and 
enthusiasm. He has checked the demoli- 
tion of old bridges and landmarks, and 
has obliged all local authorities to combine 
modern development with due reverence 
for the past, Now he announces his in- 
tention to introduce a Smoke Abatement 
Bill whereby the sullying of the skies in 
all industrial areas will be checked, and 
he promises that manufacturers, while 
making less smoke, will be enabled to make 
more money. Indeed, the rebuilding of 
Britain is the foremost matter in the 
Englishman’s range of interests to-day. 
Newspapers and reviews abound in 
criticism and discussion of new housing 
projects and architectural achievements, 
while the Architecture Club's newly- 
opened exhibition in London attracts 
large numbers to study new plans and 
new suggestions. Bermondsey—that dingy 
suburb of mean streets—has announced its 
desire to reduce its population by at least 
50 per cent. In at least one of the London 
boroughs the housing problem has been 
made the centre of contest in the muni- 
eipal elections. The Chelsea © Housing 
Association accuses the outgoing members 
of one party of neglect of the borough's 
acute need for housing reform. The chair- 
man of the accused party retorts, pointing 
out that Chelsea has 578 municipal flats 
and opened fifty-six this summer. Return-* 
ing to the issue, the Association contends 
that only the fringe of congestion has been 
alleviated. Figures which are adduced to 
demonstrate the acuteness of suffering in 
Chelsea are interesting to Irish readers. 
The density of population in the borough 
is stated to be ninety-seven persons to the 
acre, as against the London average of 
sixty. Now, in Dublin, the population per 
acre is nearly 140 in Wood Quay Ward 
and averages about 115 in the Mountjoy 
and Rotunda Wards. In Chelsea it is 
regarded as scandalous that one in four 
of the population should dwell in over- 
crowded dwellings. In Dublin three ont 
of four live im overcrowded tenements, 
apartments or flats. One in fifteen of the 
homes in Chelsea is a one-room dwelling, 
but in many a case of this sort the 


and simplification of ‘Islamic religious 
rites. In the great Mosque, which once 
was the Church of the Holy Wisdom, the 
services are described as a sort of pande- 
monium. After the prayers chanters begin 
a discordant chatter like a crazy, old-time 
catch. Here a preachér holds forth in 
Arabic on. some obscure topic; there 
another predcher has a little knot of 
listeners. whom he addresses in Turkish. 
It is proposed to insist that none save 
clerics registered by the State shall he 
allowed to speak within mosques, and then 
only one at a time. Subjects of discourses 
will have to be announced, and will require 
“to be modernised and to deal with 
modern practical problems.” Many rites 
are recommended for abolition, as offen4- 
ing against modern notions of hygiene. 
The ablutions before entering mosques, the 
baring of feet, the prostrations on dirty 
mats, and the black fasts from dawn to 
sunset in the season of Ramadan, all are 
regarded as practices unfit for modern 
vbservance. It is urged that, as rigorous 
fasting is ‘impossible for the busy worker 
of to-day, the ordinary Moslem now dis- 
penses with fasting altogether. “ Let us 
adapt Islam to the twentieth century,” 
say the reformers, “ making its observances 
congenial to the Europeanised Turk.’’ It 
remains to be seen, however, whether tlie 
religion. of Mohamet has in it moral 
elements that will prove capable of sur- 
vival after the lopping of its ritual.

PROFESSOR. 


REMINISCENCES OF DR, 


' WALTER McDONALD. 
(SPECIALLY REVIEWED.) 


The late Dr. Walter McDonald, Professor | 


of Dogmatic Theol at Maynoo-h College 
and Prefect of the Daoine Establishment 


from 1888 until his death in 1920, was a 


remarkable man. His life was filled with con- 
troversy, philosophical and political. From 
his deathbed he wrote to Mr. Denis Gwynn 
asking him to edit the: memoirs which are 
now IE us. The book was begun in 1913, 
and Dr. McDonald seems from the first to 
have intended that it should be published 
humously—an apologia pro rita sua. 
Mr. Gwynn has excised me the manu- 
scri passages contaiming the author's 
“des on the Great War, which form 
merely a résumé of his published book 
on the subject, some passages calculated to 
give undue offence, and some letters which 
are immaterial to the text.. Two small pas- 
sages also were deleted on theological grounds 
when the work was submitted for the West- 
minster Jmprimatur.. The /mprimatur was 
refused finally “on the ground that no book 
which criticised the ecclesiastital system of 
the Irish Church so strongly could receive the 
appearance of official approval from an 
English diocese.” | 
Dr. McDonald tells in these pages the story 
of his life-long conflict with his ecclesiastical 
superiors. Like the late Canon Sheehan, he 
loved Maynooth with a deep affection, and 
yet was sternly critical of its educational 
methods.. His criticisms of the intellectual 
attitude of the Roman Catholic bishops, how- 
ever, were not—directly, at any rate—the 
source of his troubles. He wrote one con- 
siderable philosophical work, ‘‘ On Motion, 
which was delated to Rome and put upon the 
Index as contrary to faith, and five sub- 
sequent essays from his pen on “ The Theo- 
logical Virtues,”* “ Religion and the Church,” 
the Sacraments and similar topics were refused 
the Nihil Obstat of the Dublin Diocese on 
the. grounds that, if they were published, they 
would be delated to Rome and condemned. 
- . 


It is the life story of a disappointed man 
that we read in these pages. Dr. McDonald 
affirms his belief that his suppressed writings 
contain true and valuable teaching. He declares 
that he holds what he wrote, and what was 
condemned, to be true in the censors’ despite, 
and he says that his writings never had a fair 
Rome. He alleges 
that the hostility of high authorities branded 
his delated book in advance and prevented it 
from ever receiving the careful examination 
by men of learning necessary to a fair pro- 
nouncement on original philosophical work. 

In his first chapter Dr. McDonald talks 
sadly of his five banned volumes—works to 
which he gave the best years of his life, 
“dedicated ‘ honestly to the service of 
Theology arid the Church.” Other men, he 
says, have worshipped a mistress as long for 
the mere reward of a smile, but his mistress 
regarded his best service as disservice, and 
so—‘*] stand in the market place all day idle. 
And vet the pen which I am not allowed to 
use in the service of my mistress would, 


perhaps, he welcomed heartily and rewarded | 


handsomely by her enemies."

Born in the parish of Mooncoin; County 
Kilkenny, in 1854, Dr. McDonald was son of 
a tenant farmer. His parents were Gaelic 
speakers, and he describes the Gaelic story- 
telling by labourers around the kitchen fire. 
which was all lost on the children. At school 
he learnt the ordinary subjects, but had no 
access to good books; accordingly he praises 
the Montessori system of to-day, saying, 
‘like other heresies, may it not have an 
element of truth in it?’ In 1870 the young 
McDonald went to Maynooth; where he 
matriculated for Humanity. Perhaps, the 
most interesting part of the whole book is 
Dr. McDonald's examination of the system 
of education in his young days at Maynooth. 
He describes the old generation of lecturers, 
and he finds grave fault with the controversial 
bent of the theological studies. ‘‘The onlv

DAMASCUS “BOMBARDED.

The news published this morning con- 
cerning the French bombardment oí 
Damascus was received with considerable 
astonishment in official circles. The report, 
says that no British subjects were killed 
or injured, but it is virtually certain that 
considerable damage has been done to 
British property. .The French are under- 
going a very serious and trying time in 
Syria, and it may be well to wait for 
further details before forming a judzinent 
on a situation which, as yet, is insuffi- 
ciently known. The Government are in 
communication with the British Consu] in 
Damascus, and, no doubt, will soon receive 
full details of what is described as a 
twenty-four hours’ bombardment. 

From whatever point of view the Buitish 
mandates in the Middle East may be re- 
garded, the rising in Syria is as much to 
be deplored as was the Iraq rebellion of 
1920. The swiftness with which the Druse 
revolt has been followed by spasmodic 
risings all over Syria seems to have been 
unexpected by many people; but nobod: 
who has been aware ‘of the rumour current 
for many months throughout the Middle 
Fast, that France intended to renounce her 
Syrian mandate in favour of Rritain, and 
knew how it was working on the minds of 
the Arabs, can be surprised that the im- 
petuous Syrians have again sought to rise 
against the handful of French troops in 
Syria. 

The French Crisis. 


M. Painlevé has sent in the resignation 
of his Cabinet to the President of the 
French Republic, and thus it becomes 
evident that the political, as well as the 
financial, crisis in France remain acute. 
It is said that the main cause of the down. 
fall of the Ministry was the refusal of M. 
Caillaux, the Minister of Finance. to 
resign independently, and this is probab!y 
correct. In return for his compulsory 
resignation M. Caillaux threatens to brinr 
the Government to the ground when the 
Chamber meets at the end of the week 
and it is possible that he may do so. It 
was predicted when M. Caillaux became a 
Minister again that it would not be lon: 
before he became Premier, and, in view of 
the present situation in Paris, it would 
not be surprising should be emerge fro:

National Health. 


The Royal Commission set up in July 
of last year to inquire into and report on 
alterations or extensions that micht be 
possible in the National Health Insurance 
scheme has now prepared its report 
Should legislation be necessary as a result 
of the inquiry, it must be introduced quite 
early next session, since the Parliamentary 
authority for the payment of the doctors’ 
grant expires on March Slst next. There 
is an idea in political circles that the 
report of the Commission may suggest 
drastic changes; for it is now evident that 
the State ‘has to pay too gréat a propor- 
tion of the cost of health insurance, par- 
ticularly when a very substantial and in- 
creasing surplus to the credit of the In- 
surance Fund is taken into consideration. 


Roads and Revenue. 


[t has been suggested, for some time that 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer was cast- 
ing hungry eyes on the road fund, which 
this year produces a revenue of seven.

A PROLIFIC WRITER. 


“Mr, Figgis was bern in Rathmines, Dub- 
lin, in the year 1882, and at the age of 16 
went into the tea trade in London. and Cal. 
cutta. He remained in that. business for 
twelve years, but up to the end he was in: 
terested in trade and commerce. 

His literary ability. asserted itself early, 
and in 1911 his first volume, '' A Vision of 
Life,” was published. In that year he 
became literary adviser to Messrs. J. M. 
Dent and Sons, of London. He was 
dramatic critic for The Academy, and a free 
lance journalist with a huge output. The 
lis: of his published works occupies a large 
spac> in “ Who's Who.” His last book, 
“The Return of the Here,” appeared under 
the pen name of William Ireland, and his 
life of William Blake was expected to be on 
se'>. next month. 

His name first came prominently before 
the Irish pub im 1914, when he became 
a commander in the Irish Volunteers. For 
several years before that he lived a secluded 
life in Achill Island, writing. several works, 
including two novels and a play, ‘‘ Queen 
Tara,' which was produced at the Queen's 
Theatre, Dublin, In the summer of 1914 
he took an ative part in the carrying out of 
the gun-running at Howth, and on the Sun- 
day when. the coup took place he was in 
charge of the Volunteers who came into con- 
flict with the police at Raheny. From that 
time he took a prominent part in Irish 
politics, without imterruption of his in- 
defatigab.e literary activity. 

He joined “ Sinn Fein Party, and was 
an assiduous and powerful writer on its side. 
He took no activ: rart in the 1916 rising, »ut 
was usrrested afterwards and deported 
Released in December, 1916, he was re-ar- 
rested in the followine February, but escaped 
from an Engliss prison in May. He stated 
himself that in all he was the better part of 
three yéars in jeil. ite was Honorary Seere- 
tary to Sinn Fein from October, 1917, to May, 
1919. and then editor of Zhe Republic until 
the supnression of the paper in September.

SACKVILLE STREET 
REBUILDING. 


WORK BEGINS ON HAMMAM 
HOTEL SITE. 


Since Monday last workmen have been 
busy on the site of the Hammam Hotel, 
Upper Sackville street, Dublin, in preparation 
for the reconstruction of the premises by 
' Messrs. Meagher and. Hayes, of Cork. The 
firm purchased ‘the interests of the former 
owners a fortnight ago, and no time has 
been lost in getting to work on the building. 

Commenting on this fact, a gentleman 
interested in the Sackville street ruined area 
told an Jrish Vimes representative that he 
was not surprised at Messrs. Meagher and 
Hayes showing a desire to get the new 
Hammam Hotel ready for occupation as soon 
as possible, because the value of property 
there was already enhanced by the conviction 
that the Nelson Pillar ‘will be removed al- 
together from the street. 

That removal and the shifting of the tram 
centre to the Parnell Monument, together 
with the opening of the new thoroughfare, 
with a possible tram line to the North Strand, 
would make Upper Sackville street what it 
never was—an important shopping centre.

RESULTS OF THE 
CONFERENCES, 


From Over Potitical CORRESPONDENT 

Following a conference between representa- 
tives of Messrs. Siemens-Schuckert, the con- 
tractors, and representatives of the Ministey 
of Industry and Commerce at Government 
Buildings on Monday, a communication was 
addressed by the Ministry to the Irish Labour 
Party yesterday. This communication, it is 
understood, contained certain proposas] made 
hy ‘the contractors at the previous day’s con- 
ference. From inquiries which were made in 
Labour circles yesterday one was able to 
gather that they are not in any way cal- 
culated to brighten the prospects of an early 
settlement. 

Tt is now about a week since the Govern- 
ment intervened in the dispute. In a con- 
ference with Mr. O'Higgins, the Minister of 
Justice, and Mr. Ferguson, of the Department 
of Industry and Commerce, the Labour repre 
sentatives explained their position, and pre- 
sumably suggested a basis on which they 
would be prepared to negotiate with Messrs. 
Siemens-Schuckert. Having heard Labour's 
views, the representatives of the Government 
invited the contractors: to state their case. 
Accordingly, Dr. MacLaughlin, Mr. Joseph 
McGrath, and one or two members of the 
contractors’ engineering staff attended at 
Government Buildings on Monday. Mr. 
Ferguson, of the Department of Commerce, 
informed those gentlemen of Labour's views 
on the situation, and put before them the 
proposed basis for negotiations. Whatever 
this basis was, the representatives of the 
contractbrs apparently found then.selves un- 
able to accept it. 


CONTTACTORS’ ATTITUDE. 

It was, [ understand, pointed out to Mr. 
Ferguson that the contractors saw no reason 
to depart from the attitude outlined by them 
in their letter to Father Cleary, C.SS.R.. of 
Limerick, about a week ago. In that letter, 
it will be remembered. they suggested that 
the Limerick City workers, or their leaders, 
could not claim to speak on behalf of rural 
labour. “‘ We dó not understand,” said the 
contractors in that lettter, ‘‘ what right the 
represeutatives of Limerick City labour have 
to refuse to accept rates in Limerick 
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| city, which thev admit to be fair rates on | 


| the alleged grounds that other rates which do 
not concern them, offered to rural workers, 
and which are higher than those worPers 
usually receive, are too low, . . The firm has 
no objection to discuss rates of wages and 
conditions of labour with any organised body 
representing the class of labour to be em- 
pioved, but it must refuse to discuss the rates 
of wages íor its rural. workers with repre- 
sentatives of Limerick city workers, 

In their interview with Mr. Ferguson, the 
representatives of Messrs. Siemens-Schuchert 
reiterated the view expressed in their letter, 
hut at the same time expressed their readiness 
to meet accredited spokesmen of the class of 
workers which they intend,shall be employed 
cn the scheme. Apparently the contaactors 
do. not recognise the right or the authority 
of the Transport Union to speak on behalf of 
rural jabour, and obviously while this recog- 
nition. is. withheld there is little likelihood of 
an early setilement of the dispute. 


LETTER TO LABOUR PARTY. 

Subsequent to the conference on Monday 
a letter was addressed to the Labour Party 
containing the contractors’ reply to the pro- 
posals of the: Labour representatives, and 
suggesting avuother and a different basis for 
negotiation. This communication, as has 
heen stated, was received by the Labour 
Party vesterday, and a special meeting of the 
National Executive will be held to-night for 
the purpose of considering 1t. 

The leaders of the Labour Party are no 
longer optimistic. Discussing the latest de- 
velopment with me yesterday, one of them 
commented thai the position seemed now to 
he much the same as it was at the beginning. 
"“ Neither the Government nor tae contract- 
ing firm,” he remadtked, “has manifested 
any readiness to understand our position, and 
if that is the spirit with which we are going 
i» ba met I am afraid that there is not very 
much hope of an early settlement.” 


GOVERNMENT'S RESPONSIBILITY. 

Asked if the Government was in a position 
to mend matters; my informant replied that 
the Government had a direct responsibility ‘n 
the matter. ‘‘ On their own admission,” he 
declared, “they have supphed the figures 
on which the contractors based their 
contract. and actually, indeed, it is 
they who fixed the wage of 32s. a week. 
They do not deny that they regard that as 
a we wage, so, in the circumstances, we 
can” hardly blame the contractors.”’ 

Asked if he thought that 32s. represented 
the contractors’ maximum offer, he re- 
spondéd that he was not in a baile to say 
that. “We have not been able to ascertain 
whether they could increase the wage and 
still do the work at the contract. price, bat, 
personally, I am inclined to think that 32s. 
is not their maximum offer. It seems much 
more probable that they have, allowed them- 
selves a margin to meetyga situation of this 
wind. Mind, we are not concerned with the 
question of responsibility for the present 
trouble. We have our views and we have 
stated them, but what I wish to point out 
ig that we do not care whether the con- 
tractors’ estimate is based on 32s. or whether 
un. increase in that wage will necessitate an 
increase in the contract price. 

“I do not know—personally I do not be- 
lieve—that an increase in the wage would 
mean extra expenditure by the Government.

Addressing the Council of Agriculture 
in London yesterday, Mr. Wood, Minister

The 
total number of animals slaughtered this 
year was 2,319 cattle, 1,240 sheep and 
1,300 pigs,.while the gross compensation 
paid was £82,000. 

He’ was afraid that, with the proximity 
ót the Continent, where the disease was 
rife, frequent and, perhaps, damaging 
fresh invasions were inevitable. Thi year

TWO FRESH OUTBREAKS.

the noderate elements of the Parliamentary 
majority, and on certain questions, even of 
the Opposition. 

Now the position has changed. On the 
very eve of the Parliamentary session the 
old party issues have been revived in an 
acute form, au they are eo ng by 
personal antagonism. It is difficult, even 
now, to tell the story in foll, since in Paris 
some. forces. are at work that the outside 
world can hardly be expected to appreciate. 
Meanwhile, ‘he financial problem remains un- 
changed. The simple, severe and effective 
means of facing it have been fully explained 
to the country by M.. Caillaux, -and- cannot 
be ignored by his successor, whoever he may 
be.

THE SCHNEIDER CUP.
